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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 1 1-2-05, with respect to patentability and 35 
U.S.C. 112 issue have been re-considered and are now considered persuasive. 
Arguments were re-explained in the interview of 5-31-06. The finality of the previous 
office action has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An extension of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) is required in order to make 
an examiner's amendment which places this application in condition for allowance. 
During a telephone conversation conducted on 6-20-06, Mr. Fitzgerald requested an 
extension of time for two MONTH(S) and authorized the Director to charge Deposit 
Account No. 01-2384 the required fee for this extension and authorized the following 
examiner's amendment.

In the claims: cancel claims 1-6, 54-58. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7, 9-17, 19-27, 37, 39-44 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention includes independent claims 7, 17, and 37. Claim 7 recites 
a database for evaluating economics of a financing based on workload requirements, 
the financing includes at least one loan included within a portfolio of loans requested by 
a borrower from a lender, claim 17 recites a system for evaluating economics of a 
financing based on workload requested by a borrower from a lender, claim 37 recites a 
computer program embodied on a computer-readable medium for evaluating economics 
of a financing based on workload requirements. 
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Field is considered the closest prior art. Filed discloses a method for facilitating 
use of a pricing model for evaluating a deal. Claims are entered, where each claim is an 
element of the deal that is to be reviewed as pad of collection statistics (deal 
evaluation). Trigger levels are entered for the claims where each level assigned 
indicates an anticipated level of effort to review the claims. Expected collections are 
determined. 

Field does not disclose the combination in each independent claim, further 
including: 

In claim 7: 

data corresponding to workload drivers for a financing, each workload driver is 

an element of the financing relating to the borrower including at least one of collateral 
performance, excess availability, books and records, risk classification, number of 
agings, frequency of borrowing, frequency of reporting, co-borrower structure, fixed 
charge coverage, first time asset based lending borrower and export-import bank 
guarantee, each workload driver is reviewed by the lender as part of an underwriting 
process of the financing; 

data corresponding to a trigger level for each workload driver, the trigger level 
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assigned to a workload driver indicates the anticipated level of effort required by the 
lender to complete the underwriting process associated with the corresponding 
workload driver; and 

data corresponding to a weight entered by the lender for each trigger level; 

data corresponding to allocation of portfolio and underwriting expenses, the 

allocation is based upon the workload drivers and the corresponding trigger levels. 

In claim 17: 

A database comprising data corresponding to workload drivers and related 

trigger levels for the financing, each workload driver is an element of the financing 

relating to the borrower including at least one of collateral performance, excess 

availability, books and records, risk classification, number of agings, frequency of 
borrowing, frequency of reporting, co-borrower structure, fixed charge coverage, first 
time asset based lending borrower and export-import bank guarantee, each workload 
driver is reviewed by the lender as part of an underwriting process of the financing, the 
trigger level assigned to a workload driver indicates the anticipated level of effort 
required by the lender to complete the underwriting process associated with the 
corresponding workload driver; and 

a server in communication with the database, the server configured to: 
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prompt the lender to designate at least one workload diver for the financing. 

prompt the lender to select trigger levels for each designated workload driver 
when entering data for the financing; and 

allocate portfolio and underwriting expenses based upon the designated 
workload drivers and the corresponding trigger levels 

In claim 37: 

prompt the lender to designate at least one workload diver for the loan portfolio, 

each workload driver is an element of the financing relating to the borrower including 

at least one of collateral performance, excess availability, books and records, risk 

classification, number of agings, frequency of borrowing, frequency of reporting, co- 
borrower structure, fixed charge coverage, first time asset based lending borrower and 
export-import bank guarantee, each workload driver is reviewed by the lender as part 
of an underwriting process of the financing; 

prompt the lender to select trigger levels foe each designated workload driver, 

each trigger level assigned to a workloads diver indicates the anticipated level of effort 
required by the lender to complete the underwriting process associated with the 
corresponding workload driver 
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For these reasons claims 7, 17, and 37 are deemed to be allowable over the 
prior art of record, and claims 9-16, 19-27, 39-44 are allowable by dependency.
